A GOOD COP STORY 

Eagan police bring joy to three kids sent to foster care 



O n December 21, Eagan police 
went out to a motel to execute 
a search warrant. A man in a 
rental truck had been on a theft 
spree, jacking a snow blower and coin 
boxes from a car wash, among other things. 

Using surveillance footage of the heists, 
cops tracked the truck to the motel where 
Timothy James Vigness and Rachele Lynn 
Schroeder were staying with their three 
kids. 

“The mom and dad lived a life of crime,” 
says Eagan Police Chief Jim McDonald. 
“They were going around stealing from 
wherever they could.” 

Officers found clothes and tools match¬ 
ing the thief’s, plus two bags of meth. All 
three kids, ages 3 to 6, had pneumonia. 

Mom told police she hadn’t used in a 
month, though she knew the drugs were 
within the kids’ reach. Vigness admitted 
the meth was his. He also copped to the 
thefts as a means of funding his addiction. 
With mom and dad off to j ail, the young 


children were sent to a foster home. 

By the time Sgt. Dan Tocko came in 
for his shift the next day, the station was 
buzzing with ideas about how they could 
help the kids. Sgt. Jennifer Wegman 
started an office pool to raise money to 
buy them Christmas gifts. Tocko knew 
the Eagan Fire Department had a sweet 
Santa costume and was confident he 
could pull off St. Nick. 

After raising $550, plus another $150 
from the local Walmart, three cops hit 
the aisles the next day. They knew the 
older girls were kinda artsy. Little man 
was a big Spiderman guy and sorely 
needed a winter jacket. 

On Christmas Eve, a red-suited Tocko 
and three uniformed cops went to the foster 
home to drop off gift-wrapped painting 
sets, a Spiderman figurine, a new coat, 
and other toys and groceries. The badges 
went in first, with Tocko Claus waiting 
in the car with the bag. After all, Santa’s 
gotta make an entrance. 


“All you heard was the three kids — it 
didn’t matter what the adults said, they 
pushed them out of the way — ‘Santa!’” 
Tocko recalls. “It’s like that sparkle in 
their eye. Ever 5 Thing else didn’t matter.” 

The kids quickly ripped open their gifts, 
pausing for the occasional play test while 
the cops hung out for a few ho-ho-hos. 


A new Hot Wheels set or art supplies 
can’t replace mom and dad during the 
holidays. But when Santa showed up with 
a bundle of toys, Tocko says they were as 
excited as any other kid on Christmas. 

“If that makes a difference in their 
lives, that’s what we’re reaching 
for.”

The Bigotry of Bad Television 

“Minnesota Nice” and the case of the tall white woman 


A mong industry insiders, the cast¬ 
ing notice for a role on television 
is called a ‘"breakdown.” The term 
never seemed more fitting than 
earlier this month, when a prospective TV 
show called Minnesota Nice posted a very 
specific casting call for its female co-host. 

The show would highlight “nicer res¬ 
taurants, nicer personal products, and 
nicer fashion.” To present all this nice¬ 
ness, the casting appeal sought a certain 
kind of woman. 

She’d have no visible tattoos. She would 
be 5-foot-8 or above, to pair with the 
6-foot-4 male co-host. She would match 
the show’s target audience — specifically, 
viewers outside the “urban” core of the 
Twin Cities, according to a producer’s 
description. 

Translation: They needed a white lady. 
The call for a “Caucasian” host was 
met with ridicule and howls of racism. 
“Terribly sorry that an inch of height 
and some tattoos will keep me from this 
VERY exciting white lady job opportu¬ 
nity,” tweeted Anna Merlan, a writer for 
feminist blog Jezebel. 

Suddenly, it looked like the show might 
get killed before it even auditioned its 
leading ladies. 

The casting call said it would appear 
on Fox 9. As the controversy ramped up, a 
national Fox spokeswoman said the show 
would not, in fact, be broadcast on the local 
station. She also distanced Fox from the 
scandal, saying the network had nothing 
to do with the production, or the demand 
for a towering, tattoo-free white host. 
Talk about a breakdown. 

People involved say the controversy is 


overblown, unfair, and risked losing jobs 
for 10 crew members, not to mention the 
show’s low-melanin stars. 

They’re angry. They blame one person 
for this mess. Me. 

A story I wrote for citypages.com, high¬ 
lighting the race requirement, brought 
the co-host call out of the safe space of an 
intra-industry Facebook post to a wider 
audience. Thus unleashed, the ever-baying 
hounds of online outrage did what they do. 

The show’s producer. Brock Dombrovski, 
felt teeth at his heels and scurried. He 
later told me that the show was changing 
course, and might actually be looking for 
a black woman. Then he changed tone 
once more, saying the next guy I heard 
from would be his lawyer. 

Others argued that some people — like 
me and the bloodhounds of online justice 

— just didn’t understand the entertain¬ 
ment biz. We naive rubes wouldn’t make 
it five minutes in New York or L.A. After 
all, this is how casting works. The wiz¬ 
ards of television and movies tailor their 
productions to fit an artistic vision and 
find an audience. 

They’re not wrong. And that’s the prob¬ 
lem. This casting plea was racism in the 
black, white, and blue of a Facebook post, 
since deleted. Even more troublesome was 
the inches-high bar for entry: Previous 
television experience was “preferred.” 
Whiteness was mandatory. 

For better or worse — worse, probably 

— a culture infers its identity from who 
it makes famous. Non-whites can cross 
over to the mainstream, but only the most 
exceptional. Acknowledging that LeBron 
James, Beyonce, or Chris Rock belong on 


network television is like recognizing that 
a meteorite has landed on your forehead. 

Only when black hacks can make it as 
easily as their talentless, beautiful white 
counterparts — only then will we be loosed 
of our racist past. 

Representation matters, especially to 
little kids. Rob 5 me Robinson, former Fox 
9 news anchor, always wanted to be on 
TV. This made her like a lot of little girls. 
Unlike the white ones, she only saw a few 
kinds of black women on the screen. They 
sang, and danced, and did little else. 

It wasn’t until she discovered black 
broadcasters like Carole Simpson, the first 
black woman on a national news desk, that 
Robinson could imagine herself onscreen. 
If a black woman like Simpson could give 
the news to white people, she could too. 

“Those [broadcasters] were women 
I thought were remarkable,” Robinson 
says. “They weren’t singing, dancing, or 
showing off their bodies. They knew a lot 
about many different issues, about current 
events, and politics.” 

Even when Robinson became that 
woman, she was pushing against the soft 
bigotry of low expectations. When she 
went on assignment, some subjects started 
talking to the camera guy, assuming he was 
the newsman, and she was his assistant. 

Knowledge, even competence wasn’t 
what Minnesota Nice wanted. It was a life¬ 
style show for middle- and upper-income 
viewers. It sought a pretty woman to fawn 
over fancy products available for purchase 
in this great state. It needed a Vanna White, 
a girl-next-door t 5 q)e who smiled warmly 
as soon as the red light went on. Someone 
viewers could identify with.

Before cutting off communication, Dom¬ 
brovski told me he wasn’t sure small-town 
Minnesota was ready for anon-white per¬ 
sonality in their living room. 

But it’s hard to imagine consumers so 
bigoted that their television time skipped 
past the era when millions woke up to 
Bryant Gumbel on The Today Show, and 
Oprah Winfrey became an industry unto 
herself If those people are out there, their 
televisions are so old and their eyesight so 
poor they probably cannot tell the races 
apart. 

I don’t have anything against white 
women above 5-foot-8.1 live with one. 
But people like her don’t need any favors 
getting in front of a camera. 

What’s wrong is when this kind of 
screening is done within the industry, 
baked into television’s recipe. A few 
white guys gather around a long table, a 
combined $5,000 worth of shoes under 
the table. They order in Thai food and 
chat about which race viewers are most 
likely to believe when it comes to designer 
bathroom scents. 

The decisions they make rule our televi¬ 
sion, and our culture. It’s time we shift the 
spotlight so it shines on them. 03

THE WORST PLACE IN MINNESOTA TO BE SOMALI 


L ul Hersi sat in her idling minivan at a 
stoplight in downtown St. Cloud. Her 
window was rolled down to invite in 
the evening summer breeze, her phone 
tucked in her hijab, against her ear, like a makeshift 
Bluetooth receiver. 

“Hey, you!” a woman’s voice suddenly brayed from the next car. 
“Hey, you! I’m talking to you, Somalian lady.” 

Hersi turned to find a white woman leaning out the passenger 


window, her eyes piercing with confrontational energy 
while her husband watched wordlessly from the 
driver’s seat. 

“What?” Hersi asked. 

“Are you too lazy to carry that phone in your hand?” 

“Yes!” Hersi retorted without skipping a beat. “Can you come 
and carry it for me?” 

The white woman’s smugness evaporated. She started bellow¬ 
ing a chorus familiar to Somalis in St. Cloud. That they had only

come to eat welfare. That everyone would 
be better off if they went back to Africa. 

Hersf s preferred response, if she could 
help herself, was a pointed non-response 
— the purse of a lip, the roll of an eye. But 
in moments of weakness, when invective 
crept red-hot under her skin, she couldn’t 
help but return fire. 

‘T just came from work, for God’s sake!” 
she yelled. ‘T pay taxes. I think you’re used 
to insulting people 
who don’t talk back. 

Next time you attack 
somebody, make 
sure you know if 
they speak English 
or not!” 

When the light 
finally turned green, 
the white woman’s 
husband stomped 
the gas. Hersi 
was left shouting 
through the exhaust 

‘T just went off on her,” she now reflects 
with a sigh of remorse. ‘T just talked to 
her the way she wanted me to talk to her. 
But at some point you feel like, T need to 
defend myself. They’ll do this to the next 
person they And.’” 

St Cloud has been Hersi’s home for the 
past 14 years. Unfortunately for her, it’s the 
worst place in Minnesota to be Somali. 

WHITE CLOUD 

ersi is a divorced, single mother of 
four. She works as a freelance inter¬ 
preter at St Cloud Hospital. Now in her 
mid-40s, she inhabits a shape obscured 
by long dress and motherhood, adorned 
with a bright pink headscarf At a Caribou 
in the Crossroads Mall, she sips sugary 
coffee with lips tinted plum. 

When civil war broke out in Somalia 


in the early 1990s, Hersi escaped to San 
Diego under the care of the International 
Organization for Migration. She later moved 
to Marshall, Minnesota, where she lived 
among kindly neighbors who waved and 
came knocking on her door bearing gently 
used items. 

Americans, she marveled early on, would 
stuff their garages with the things they no 
longer needed. To free up space, they gave 
to charity. 

She collected 
these donations 
for other refugees 
as a Lutheran Social 
Services volunteer. 
When she joined the 
League of Women 
Voters, her friends 
were ladies from 
all over the world. 
They wove potluck 
spreads of interna¬ 
tional breads, soups, 
and sweets, eating over conversations about 
where they’d been, what they planned to 
do in America. 

Marshall wasn’t a diverse place, Hersi 
reflects. But it was a welcoming town, a 
nice town. 

In 2001, her then-husband lost his job 
when Heartland Food Company closed. 
They moved to St. Cloud for new employ. 

The first wave of refugees came to 
St. Cloud at the beckoning of Gov. Tim 
Pawlenty bound for the meatpacking fac¬ 
tories peppering the Mississippi riverbank. 
Their willingness to do arduous work for 
little pay led to friction with the unions. 

But it wasn’t until the 2010s that the 
population erupted. A community took 
shape. Families from all over the U.S. arrived 
in search of relatives. The city nicknamed 
‘White Cloud” became 10 percent Somali. 
And that seemed to be the threshold where 
the welcome signs came down.

“Right now it’s bad,” Hersi says. “It 
stinks. It’s sad and pathetic right now to 
be in this town.” 

Graffiti began showing up on Somali 
storefronts. Someone plastered porno¬ 
graphic posters of the prophet Moham¬ 
mad on light-posts. 

There were days her daughters came 
home from school red-eyed and drained. 
They were targets for flying food in the 
lunchroom. Hallways were rampant with 
pushing and shoving, hijab-pulling and 
name-calling. It all came with persistent 
demands that they go back to their own 
country. 

When Muslims in St. Cloud announced 
their intention to build a new mosque in 
2013, the city council was flooded with 
thousands of comments warning that it 
would jam residential roads and allow 
terrorism to fester. 

“Islam is a direct threat to our national 
security. They MUST be stopped,” one 
email warned. 

Read another: “If the Somalis can’t accept 
our clothing style, our laws, our religion, 
then get out of Dodge.” 

Churches and veterans’ groups took 
to hosting anti-refugee speakers, such as 
former California border patrolman Ron 
Branstner, who claims resettlement is a 
taxpayer-funded veil for corporations to 
traffic in slave labor, and for cunning Mus¬ 


lims to push Sharia law on Middle America. 
It’s a thesis faithfully nurtured by White 
Bear cable access host Tim Kinley fringe 
blogger Ann Corcoran, Willmar podcaster 
Bob Enos, and St. Cloud Times columnist 
A. J. Kern. 

Then came the rumors. In a December 
Facebook post shared more than 3,000 
times, a woman chronicled the infuriat¬ 


ing account of a Muslim cashier at a St. 
Cloud Walmart who refused to check out 
a Christian customer unless she removed 
her cross necklace. A manager allegedly 
doubled down on the cashier’s demand. 

Batdingresponses vacillated from dismay 
to skepticism to charged calls to mobilize 
a militia. “I find it funny how all I hear is 
we are supposed to accept and be toler¬ 


ant of these fucking people when they can 
just shit all over us?????” one commenter 
wrote. “Time to lock and load and defend 
what’s ours.” 

Days later, the St. Cloud Times pub¬ 
lished a fact check: both Walmarts in the 
city denied the incident ever happened. 
There were no eyewitnesses, and noth¬ 
ing on security cameras. The author of 
the rumor could not produce a name for 
her persecuted heroine. The original post 
was removed. 

“With all these things going on I think, 
‘Lord have mercy, when we go outside let 
us just be safe,”’ Hersi says. “You send your 
kids to school, but you don’t know what’s 
going to happen. I pray to God every day 
that they come back home safe. It’s tense.” 

TRIPLE DISADVANTAGE 

P erched on the counter at AFYA Phar¬ 
macy, Haji Yussuf looks out into the 
bustling parking lot of the Somali Village 
shopping plaza as a team of young men 
push a car with a dead battery out of traffic. 

Haji is a longtime resident of St. Cloud, 
a graduate of St. Cloud State, and owner 
of three businesses. He recounts the brisk 
October morning when the owners in this 
swath of Somali-owned shops returned 
to work, only to find pig intestines coiled 
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Mulki AM and Rachael Anderson at AM’s home in St. Cloud.

around the door handles, excrement 
smeared on the sidewalk. 

‘‘Everybody that came to this country 
one way or another has been intimidated 
and harassed, but this level of hate toward 
Islam, toward Muslims, it’s unheard of,” 
Haji says. “We have a big problem with 
that here, the pockets of discrimination.” 

Once, a pickup driver pulled over beside 
his wife as she pushed their baby in a stroller, 
chucked an empty water bottle at her head, 
and yelled at her to go back to Somalia. 

On another night, Haji and his wife were 
speaking Somali in a grocery store when a 
woman turned to them, chastising, “Speak 
English. This is why we all hate you.” 

It doesn’t do to dwell on it when fami¬ 
lies need feeding and the American dream 
needs living, Haji believes. He’s concluded 
that the hostility is a consequence of myths 
about Somalis that find fertile ground in St. 
Cloud. Popular belief persists that refugees 
get free cars, free houses, free cell phones, 
free everything from the government. And 
they don’t get taxed for seven years. 

Haji laughs. “The first year you come to 
this country you get taxed,” he says, clap¬ 
ping his fist against the ball of his palm. 
“It’s tax, tax, tax.” 

The vandalism at Somali Village brought 
Gov. Mark Da 5 Ton to town in October. At 
the time, Dayton had been heavily criticized 
in the Twin Cities for his perceived neu¬ 
trality on police killings and Minnesota’s 
worst-in-the-nation financial gap between 
whites and blacks. 

At the St. Cloud Public Library, Day- 
ton spoke straight to the immigrants in 
a diverse crowd. “Minnesota is not like it 
was 30,50 years ago,” he said. “But this is 
Minnesota and you have every right to be 
here. Anybody who cannot accept your 
right to be here should find another state.” 

Some in the audience were not convinced. 
Whites accused Somalis of refusing to 
assimilate. Somalis bit back, saying whites 


wouldn’t accept their efforts. 

One man accused the Council on Ameri- 
can-Islamic Relations, a Muslim civil rights 
organization, of terrorism. A pastor went 
fully AWOL on logic, urging unity among 
Americans while leaving the selfishness 
to the Chinese. 

A demure elderly man responded to the 
governor apologetically. He didn’t want to 
be labeled a racist, he said, he just wanted 
the right to question. What does refugee 
settlement cost, and how much of it falls 
to taxpayers? 

Others blamed tensions on “outside agi¬ 
tators,” the conservative bomb-throwers 
invited to town, who stoked fires of sus¬ 
picion. But that didn’t explain why life in 
St. Cloud had turned so much uglier than 
an 3 rwhere else. 

“I’m not aware, for example, elsewhere 
in Minnesota where a pharmacist had his 
office defaced...,” Da 5 Ton says. “I think 
there’s reason for special concern for the 
reaction in St. Cloud.” 

Yet the city is not exactly comparable to 
the rest of Minnesota. A trip down Division 
Street reveals strip mall after strip mall 
with abandoned signs for Toys R Us, TGI 
Friday, Kmart, and Pizza Hurt. Some of the 
lowest-performing schools are here, while 
apartments on both sides of the Mississippi 
tremble in disrepair. 

In 2004, plans to build an 80-mile 
Northstar rail line were cut in half due to 
limited federal funds. St. Cloud was left 
out, stranding commuters who hoped 
the train would link them to better jobs 
in Minneapolis. When the Vesco paper 
mill in nearby Sartell caught fire in 2012, 
hundreds of jobs were lost. The US. Postal 
Service slashed its Waite Park distribution 
center last year. 

Through it all, St. Cloud’s unemployment 
remained a healthy 4.3 percent, but the 
poverty rate is alarming. Statewide, about 
11 percent live below the poverty line. In 
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St. cloud, it’s 25 percent. 

The poverty only feeds suspicion that 
others — read: refugees — are getting more, 
better. In reality, these newcomers receive 
but a one-time resettlement grant of about 
$1,000. And they have to repay the feds for 
their travel expenses within three years. 

‘When people are not doing well, they’ll 
fight each other instead of fighting the top,” 
says activist Jane Conrad. “People get angry, 
and they listen to these racist rumors. They 
wonder where the tax money goes, and 
even when they’re told how much [refu¬ 
gee resettlement] costs, they don’t want 
to believe it.” 

STICKS AND STONES 

hen Hennepin County Sheriff Rich 
Stanek went to Washington last Feb¬ 
ruary to testify at a hearing on domestic 
terrorism, he gushed about the friendships 
blooming between law enforcement and 
Somali leaders in Minnesota. At the same 
time, he singled out St. Cloud as the city 
most struggling with immigration. He 
cited the histrionics over a plan for a new 
mosque in 2013. 

Hassan Yussuf recalls the initial excite¬ 
ment of buying land in a neighborhood 
where many Somalis lived. The community 
already had three mosques, but the need 


for worship space, afterschool programs, 
and a nursery called for another. 

Opponents arrived from as far away 
as Bloomington to rail about traffic jams. 
Though Muslims tend to trickle in and 
out of mosques throughout the day — as 
opposed to Christians who assemble once 
a week — the city council was unmoved. 

At meetings, anyone who alluded to St. 


Cloud’s historic resistance to newcomers — 
be they Germans, Catholics, or blacks—was 
immediately cut off by council president 
Jeff Goerger. With the exception of Coun- 
cilwoman Carol Lewis, each made it clear 
the mosque would be rejected. 

The proposal was withdrawn. Later, 
when a former church went up for sale, 
the St. Cloud Islamic Center jumped at 
the chance to buy it for the new mosque. 


The sale went through amicably. 

The original land now sits fallow, a painful 
reminder that there are those in St. Cloud 
who can’t stand to have Somalis next door. 

Meanwhile, rumors and accusations 
flew with abandon — from both sides. 
Last December, when the St. Cloud Times 
reported that the Islamic Center had its 
window and doors smashed in, suspicions 


turned to anti-Muslim vandals. The Council 
on American-Islamic Relations demanded 
a federal hate crime probe. 

The man arrested turned out to be a 
worshipper who frequented the mosque. 
He was drunk and frustrated from having 
lost his phone, police said. 

Police Chief Blair Anderson has a singular 
loathing for unfounded gossip that swirls 
through St. Cloud. It’s what fuels the city’s 


for reputation for prejudice, he believes. 

“The United States is polarized in many 
ways, and race is at the top of the list,” says 
Anderson, his drawl protracted by frustra¬ 
tion. “Having said that, I don’t know why 
the focus lasered in on St. Cloud, but a lot 
of the things that are said and written are 
absolutely not what’s happening.” 

Take the young man who posted a selfle 
of his bruised face on Facebook in August. 
“Samolians got me good an they robbed me 
fuckin pussy ass mother fuckers,” he wrote. 

The man’s parent echoed the post, 
lamenting, “We live in Minnesota where 
there are so many somalions it’s almost 
like being in Afghanistan...It’s time to start 
fighting back. If your in mn and you read 
this and feel the same way then messege 
me and let’s get together and do something 
about these guys.” 

An army mobilized on social media for 
“hunting season.” Men and women across 
St. Cloud vowed to posse up with pistols, 
stomp their Somali neighbors down, and 
“sink them in the river. “ 

Then police spoke to the man behind 
the Facebook claims. He admitted that 
he’d been pissed off and drunk and that 
he didn’t want to talk about it an 5 miore, 
Anderson says. He’d indeed been whooped 
by someone, but Somalis weren’t to blame. 

“Do we have people in St. Cloud who 
were raised poorly and have myopic views?” 
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Anderson asks. ‘Tes, but I can tell you the 
vast majority of people here and the people 
we come in contact with are on the opposite 
side of that coin. It’s just sad to me that 
nobody wants to talk about the good stuff 
that’s happening.”

staged its annual culture show. As a 
Somali girl performed a traditional dance, 
an orange flew out of the crowd, spatter¬ 
ing her dress. 

The auditorium erupted. Students fin¬ 
gered the culprit, a student, who they’d 
seen crank his arm and launch the fruit. 
The principal refused to discipline the boy, 
however. He said the room was too dark 
to definitively say. 

Two days later, a Snapchat photo featur- 


The incident caught the attention of the 
US. Department of Education. Representa¬ 
tives held a forum at St. Cloud State, where 
public comments quickly devolved into a 
hysterical, finger-jabbing blame game over 
whose children really ran the schools, and 
how much St. Cloud residents paid for 
refugees to share their city. Some parents 
challenged the right of Muslim girls to wear 
hijabs. Whatever happened to the separa¬ 
tion of church and state? they demanded. 

Only five years prior, the Department of 
Education opened its first investigation of 
interracial fighting in St. Cloud schools. At 
the time, an‘T hate Somalians” Facebook 
page curated the best insults thrown at 
Somali kids. 

‘T’m not going to say Somali students 
don’t bully back,” Hersi accedes. “Some 
retaliate. But if they come and find out that 
the rule of this school is peace, they will 
abide the law. But when they get bullied.

ing a Somali girl in a wheelchair circulated 
through the school. The caption: “disabled 
in ISIS.” 

Lul Hersi was checking Facebook before 
work when she saw that her daughter and 
a group of her friends had walked out of 
Tech, leading a band of Somali kids. They 
were fed up, believing that airing grievances 
to Tech administrators was like screaming 
into the wind. They needed someone on 
the outside to listen. 

In her four years at Tech, Hersi’s daughter 
had been called a nigger and a terrorist, 
taunted mercilessly about her supposed 
dependence on welfare. Her elder sister had 
been barred from enrolling in AP classes 
because a guidance counselor assumed that 
English was her second language—which 
it wasn’t — and that she wouldn’t be able 
to keep up. Their friends were cornered 
and interrogated about the whereabouts 
of Osama bin Laden, and shoved down 
the stairs by football players. 

When Hersi saw the news, she frantically 
called a friend to substitute for her at the 
hospital, her mind a storm of stress. Were 
police on the scene? Was her daughter going 
to get in trouble? Had she broken the law? 

“As a concerned parent I ran,” she says. 
“I was trying to calm down the kids. I said 
don’t walk around, just stay in one place. 
But as I was standing there, some of the 
other parents were walking by insulting 
me, giving the kids the middle finger.” 


they bully back.” 

When the anger had simmered if not 
settled, the students returned to Tech. 
Later, their action would be compared 
to another walkout in Columbia Heights, 
after school board member Grant Nichols’ 
complained about Muslims’ “unsanitary” 
habits of washing their feet and armpits 
in bathroom sinks. 

In Columbia Heights, the community 
rallied around the protestors. In St. Cloud, 
the students were on their own. 

UNITECLOUD 

atalie Ringsmuth grew up in St. Cloud, 
moved to the Twin Cities, and returned 
a decade later to find her homogenous 
hometown had become a multiethnic 
city. It was just the sort of place to raise 
her three children, she thought. She soon 
found that few shared the view. 

Reading through comments on the St. 
Cloud Times’ coverage of the Tech walkout, 
Ringsmuth found all the cruelest things 
said to Somalis aggregated in one place, 
barbed with the courage of anonymity. 

The shame inspired her to launch 
UniteCloud, a blog dedicated to telling 
the stories of ordinary people with dif¬ 
ferent backgrounds who wound up in St. 
Cloud. Ringsmuth also attended community 
meetings where many of the anti-Muslim 
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conspiracies were born, hoping to set the 
record straight. 

Times columnist A. J. Kern headlined 
one of Ringsmuth’s first excursions to one 
of these community meetings, which was 
held at the local VFW. 

Kem, who had lived in Iran as a teenager, 
found the status of women in the Middle 
East so disturbing that she believed giving 
Somalis much latitude in the U.S. would 
lead to the oppression of American women 
under Sharia law 

After the meeting, Ringsmuth watched 
as a man in his 70s opened his jacket to 
show off three knives to a group of friends. 
He had a gun in his truck too. If the Koran 
told Muslims to slice an unbeliever in the 
neck on sight, he said, his job was to shoot 
a Muslim between the eyes. 

‘T just sat there dumbfounded,” Rings¬ 
muth says. 

The following summer Hamza Elmi, a 
6-year-old Somali boy with autism, was 
found drowned in the Mississippi River, 
a day after wandering away from home. 

Ringsmuth and her husband built a 
memorial by the river and launched a 
GoFundMe to help with funeral expenses. 

It was a strange and tragic time. It was also 
the beginning of Ringsmuth’s partnership 
with Haji, the merchant seen as a leader 
among Somalis. Together, they began to visit 
radio stations and attend meetings where 
fables flourished about how Somalis came 
to America riddled with STDS, how they 
were intent upon killing Americans, and 
how they’d feign friendship while keeping 
jihad in their hearts. 

In October, Haji joined Ringsmuth to 
hear Ron Branstner speak at Granite City 
Baptist Church, where the pastor Dennis 
Campbell was known for Ailing ad space in 
the Times with claims that “Moslems” were 
trying to take control of America through 
immigration, reproduction, drugs, and the 
gay agenda. Haji interrupted Branstner 
when the discussion moved to whether 
the Koran commanded violence. An older 
man stood up in the front row and shouted 
Haji down. Shut up and assimilate, he said. 

“Haji has more degrees than I do,” 
Ringsmuth responded. “He owns three 
businesses in this area and speaks perfect 
English. What more do you want him to 
do to assimilate?” 

Still, people began to recognize the face 
of UniteCloud as a Muslim immigrant and 
awhite Christian woman working together 
for peace. It was a sight not often seen in 
St. Cloud, nor easily forgotten. 


HERE TO STAY 


S eventeen-year-oldMulki Aliloves St. 

Cloud. She was born in Somalia but 
moved to Virginia with her parents at age 
four. With no other Somalis around, Ali 
assumed that she and her family were the 
only black people in America. It wasn’t 


until they moved to St. Cloud that her eyes 
opened to the greater diaspora. 

Ali also loves Tech High. She’s consider¬ 
ing college after graduation, maybe joining 
AmeriCorps. Come what may, she intends 
to return to St. Cloud. Her home. 

She rejects the notion that St. Cloud is 
more racist than elsewhere in the state — 
with the disclaimer that she is an extreme 
optimist. 

“For the most part, everyone is just very 
unaware about other groups in our com¬ 
munity, and it causes everyone to jump 
to conclusions and behave in ways they 
wouldn’t have behaved if they’d just gotten 
to know the person.” 

Ali views the walkout as an explosion 
of unspoken frustrations that had, for a 
moment, defeated Tech. She has high hopes 
now for the long, intensive, and often awk¬ 
ward conversations the administration set 
up after tensions Anally burst. 

Nowadays, Tech is still segregated, Ali 
says. The cafeteria is dotted with cliques 
of like-skinned students. She’s lucky, she 
thinks, to be part of one of the few mixed 
groups. 

“For me, I just have a short attention 
span, and having the same old conversa¬ 
tion every day bored me,” Ali says. ‘With a 
diverse group of people, you have diverse 
opinions on different topics.” 

Still, Ali frequently stands out among 
her friends as the one who — for all her 
jokes and her love of podcasts, movies, and 
traveling — still covers herself from head 
to toe. When she hangs out at someone’s 
house, she’s usually the only Somali girl. 
Parents give her a lot of, “Oh, I don’t like 
black people, Muslims are a problem, but 
you’re different.” 

“I just sit there like...am I supposed to 
say thank you?” Ali laughs. She’s sure they 
mean no harm. “I’ve gotten a lot of‘Good 
for you’ from adults in my life. I’ve had 
people introduce me as their Somali friend 
instead of just their friend.” 

She’s heard plenty of foolishness from 
the Somali side as well. To more recent 
immigrants, she’s Americanized, “white¬ 
washed.” Sometimes that’s a good thing. 
Because Somalis are ridiculed for speaking 
their language in public, they drive each 
other to learn English. In the remedial 
learning center where Ali tutors two days 
a week, she’s frequently approached by 
Somali mothers who coo over her perfect 
pronunciation and her mastery of Ameri¬ 
canisms. 

“It’s almost seen as a good thing to be 
Americanized, like they’re ashamed of 
who they are, like white is good, white is 
smart, and they want their kids to behave 
like me because that’s what it means to 
assimilate,” Ali says. 

“It’s either that, or they think it’s terrible 
that I’m forgetting who I am and where I 
come from. There are never people who 
just say this is flne. This is just one way 
to live.” [Q 
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THE DEATH OF FINE DINING 

Does Minneapolis have a fine dining “problem”? 
Maybe, but that’s not necessarily a problem.

W hen Tim McKee, chef/owner 
of the late La Belle Vie, hears 
that I want to talk about the 
state of fine dining in Min¬ 
neapolis, he says, ‘Tou and everybody else.” 

One might expect McKee, the man who 
put true fine dining on the local map, to be 
seeing red about the recent shuttering of 
so many culinary powerhouses: La Belle 
Vie, Vincent, and Brasserie Zentral. All 
three were run by seasoned professionals 
who have been in the business for decades. 


They’d all been around long enough to 
watch the culture of dining change, and 
change it did. 

But McKee is not panicked. He’s casual. 

It’s pretty simple, he says. People want 
to eat out differently than they once did. 
And it’s not just a Twin Cities thing. There 
are indicators of it all over the country. 

“We want to be comfortable. We want 
to wear jeans. That’s more important to us 
than making an event of going out to eat.” 
And no, says McKee, that doesn’t mean 
we’re a bunch of rubes. 

“We have a strong and vibrant dining 


scene. People are interested in going out to 
eat, and they’re willing to spend money.” 
It’s a simple matter of people wanting 
something different than they did when 
La Belle Vie was at its height. 

McKee also thinks that the term “fine 
dining” as we use it around here is a mis¬ 
nomer. True fine dining, the likes of Daniel 
or Le Bernardin (places that seek and keep 
Zagat ratings and Michelin stars) do not 
thrive here the way they do in New York 
for what might be a really simple reason: 
population size. “They have exponentially 
more people,” McKee says. Not to mention 


far more tourist dollars. 

Vincent Francoual, who closed his 
eponymous restaurant after 14 years last 
December, sees things a little bit differently. 

Francoual hails from France, and places 
like his own or La Belle Vie, are what he 
thinks of as “European style” — places 
where he says an evening of dining can 
take on almost a “spiritual” significance; 
where diners may linger over many hours, 
over inventive and seasonal courses, in 
a ritualized order, with attendant wine 
pairings, and a high expectation of service. 
He believes the desire to dine that way, or

not dine that way, is cultural. And here in 
Minnesota, ‘'fine dining” has traditionally 
meant the steakhouse — people are willing 
to splurge on big hunks of steak and rich 
sides of potatoes and buttered up, bacony 
vegetables. Competing against that is a 
tall order. “It’s about value perception. 
People want to eat it for dinner, and take 
it home too. It’s like a restaurant and a 
grocery store.” 

He says even the way Michelin, the ulti¬ 
mate arbiter of taste, rates US. restaurants 
versus European restaurants indicates dif¬ 
ferent standards. He points to a place like 
Longman and Eagle in Chicago, a wildly 
popular restaurant with excellent food in 
an uber casual environment. “It makes me 
want to laugh. That gets a star? I mean the 
food is, but not the ambiance or the service.” 

McKee agrees. “Your food can be every 
bit as amazing as Le Bemardin...but if you’re 
not reaching for the margins at the top with 
all the details [including ambiance and ser¬ 
vice], then it’s not fine dining.” Why aren’t 
restaurateurs reaching for those margins 
as much? “It’s not necessary and it’s not 
what people are looking for anymore.” 

Russell and Desta Klein are currently 
in the throes of closing their highly rated 
downtown Minneapolis restaurant Bras¬ 
serie Zentral. At least by local standards, 
it was about as fine as an 3 Thing we had 
left and received almost every accolade 
availed by press outlets. And yet, as they 
told the Star Tribune, “the restaurant never 
achieved the financial success necessary 
to continue operating.” 

The new generation of restaurateur does 
not seem to be grappling with as many 
financial woes nor the same overhead. 
They want to cook progressive food as 
much as any gifted chef — so much so 
that they’re willing to grab real estate in 


marginal neighborhoods, rehab tiny spaces, 
sell tickets, cook only on the weekends, 
open in hotels, and try out any number 
of other creative fixes. 

Locally, we’ve got Birdie, Corner Table, 
Sanctuary, St. Genevieve, the Bachelor 
Farmer, Burch, II Foro, Heyday, Alma, 
Heartland, Piccolo, 112 Eatery, Haute Dish, 
the Kenwood, Travail, and the list goes on. 
These are places where you’ll dine very 
finely indeed, but the environs might be 
eclectic and the servers might be in denim. 
The price points are oftentimes also quite 
lower than you’ll find in traditional fine 
dining establishments. If this is offensive 
to any old-guard way of thinking about 
the concept, it should be noted that all of 
these restaurants happen to still be open. 

Of course, as Francoual reminds us, every 
restaurant has its own financial ecosystem. 
A restaurant closing does not always indi¬ 
cate an immediate and devastating lack of 
audience. Restaurants must have adequate 
financing in order to weather revenue ebbs. 
Sometimes, restaurants have bad years and 
still remain open. Vincent opened just prior 
to 9/11 and survived the recession, anti- 
French sentiment (remember “Freedom 
Fries”?), and all manner of other ubiquitous 
restaurant pitfalls and doldrums, and yet 
remained open for what is surely a lifetime 
in restaurant years. 

And just as soon as we’ve decided that 
fine dining and all of its attendant adorn¬ 
ments are out the door, for the birds, and 
completely passe, it will be time to reverse 
those sentiments. Someday it will once 
more be cool to make dining out an event, 
to leave your jeans at home, and again start 
reaching for those margins. Because the 
world of dining is nothing if not trendy, 
and by definition, no trend can ever stay 
the same. 03

45 Years is so understated it’s underwhelming

F orty-five years is a long time to be 
married; it’s an even longer time 
to tell a lie of omission. Andrew 
Haigh’s adaptation of David Con¬ 
stantine’s short story ‘‘In Another Country” 
finds an English couple (Charlotte Rampling 
as Kate, Tom Courtenay as Geoff) on the eve 
of their sapphire anniversary. Haigh, who 
also directed Weekend and 10 episodes of 
HBO’s short-livedLoo/a'ng; scopes out barely 
perceptible shifts in the dynamic between 
lovers like a bomb-sniffing dog. Here it’s a 
specter from the past comingback: Some 50 
years after her death in amountain-climbing 
accident, the body of Geoff’s former lover 
has finally been recovered. 

Kate and Geoff have spoken of much dur¬ 
ing the nearly half-century they’ve been 
together, but rarely have either of them felt 
compelled to broach this subject. It’s always 
been there, lurking in the background, too 
troubling to address directly. Would they 


even be together had this other woman 
not died? 

Neither of them ever raise their voice 
in the discussions-turned-arguments that 
ensue. Geoff considers flying to the Swiss 
Alps despite the grand soiree honoring his 
marriage in a few short days. Rampling is 
exemplary (when is she not?) and Courte¬ 
nay is a subtly thoughtless lout who spends 
so much time pondering the past he can’t 
see that it’s jeopardizing his future. Small 
moments with broad implications abound, 
as when Geoff refers to the deceased as 
‘‘my Katya.” Kate betrays her not-entirely- 
misplaced jealousy as much with what she 
says as what she doesn’t. 

On paper, all of this is superlative. That 
maybe part of the problem. 45 Years hasn’t 
made the leap from story to screen with much 
verve or feeling; it’s easy to appreciate where 
each half of the childless couple is coming 
from, but difficult to get immersed in their 
nuanced, almost subterranean emotions. 
You understand what’s happeningon an 


intellectual level more than you feel it. 45 
Years is understated to the point of being 
underwhelming. 

It’s also a bit like wandering through a 
cold art museum—you’ll be intrigued as you 
catch a glimpse of these two from afar but, 
when you come close to observe them like 
you would a painting, you’ll be shooed away. 
There’s nothing in 45 Years to turn over in 
your hands and, increasingly as it goes on, 
not much to turn over in your mind either. 

Haigh hits each narrative beat with 
restraint and precision—a misspoken word 
with deeper subtext here, a dispiriting rev¬ 
elation about the full extent of Geoff and 
Katya’s relationship there — to the point 
that the film’s narrative trajectory (which 
is to say, the trajectory of a marriage built 
on an unsteady foundation) is too easy to 
see coming. 

It begins on a Monday as the two prepare 
for their party and ends that Saturday, when 
the event takes place; the start of each new 
day is marked with onscreen text announc-

ing its arrival. This builds tension but also 
delineates things too clearly—like most else 
in 45 Years, it’s tasteful and well-executed 
but rarely surprising. 

All relationships need nurturing of course, 
and Geoff has been treating Kate like a cac¬ 
tus when he should have been giving her 
the orchid treatment. “Do you think you 
weren’t enough for me?” he asks in one of 
many moments of apologetic clarity. “No, 
I know I was,” she responds. “I’m just not 
sure you do.” Kate struggles with how best 
to deal with Geoff’s increasing fixation on 
Katya: putting on a good face and moving 
forward, or putting him on blast at the risk 
of losing him completely. What she most 
wants — to continue in the belief that her 
marriage is and always has been funda¬ 
mentally sound — is no longer an option. [Q

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LULLABY 

A musical that needs more music to find its soul

T he main complaint people have 
with musicals is that they can’t 
handle the bursts of song in the 
midst of “real life.” 

But if film audiences can believe that 
a man can fly, it’s not much of a leap to 
embrace two people sharing their eternal 
love with a soaring tune. 

Cassie is in trouble. Struggling to take 
care of her two-year-old son, she’s been 
forced back to her parents’ home. And 
she can’t sleep. Three-hours-a-week 
can’t sleep. 

Worse, she sees her dead husband 
ever 5 rwhere. He’d been a musical soul, 
constantly singing around the house. Now 
his spirit continues to do the same, pushing 
Cassie further and further into despair. 

One night Cassie stumbles into a “dyke” 
bar, where its captivating co-owner Thea 
is on stage. Cassie has an idea. If Thea 
can teach her how to play guitar, she can 
share her husband’s music with her son. 
Cassie hopes this soul-soothing act will 
finally let her sleep. 

Thea, not surprisingly, thinks Cassie 
is looking for a date. She has recently 
broken up with her long-time partner and 
is also adrift. She lives out of a U-Haul, 
afraid to find a new place in case her old 
flame asks her back. 

Once Cassie makes her reasons clear, 
Thea is on board. Their friendship blos¬ 
soms, but Cassie’s problems run deep

— especially as we learn more about the 
circumstances of her husband’s death and 
the anger she feels for her absent, alcoholic 
mother. Playwright Michael Elyanow gives 
us a work with a gentle soul, populated by 
characters that go beyond “grieving wife” 
and “jilted lover.” The actors — especially 
sweet-voiced David Darrow as Craig, the 
late husband, and the tough-but-tender 
Annie Enneking as Thea — are excellent. 

So why is Lullaby less than it could be? It 
goes back to the whole “play with music.” 
The songs are fine and the performances 
engaging, but the scenes where a char¬ 
acter just stands on stage and sings are 
dramatically inert. 

They only come to life when Craig’s 
specter follows Cassie. It’s a breathtak¬ 
ing moment that Anally welds the music 
to the drama. 

ConsideringCassie’s tenuous connection 
to reality, more of this could have been 
done. A confrontation with her father 
thirsts for a song instead of shouty act¬ 
ing. A song that gets to the heart of their 
conflict could have been rare and beautiful. 

That’s Lullaby in a nutshell: a good story 
and solid performances shortchanged by 
a script afraid to embrace its own musi¬ 
cal heart. 03

L exii Alijai is soft-spoken, but her 
voice contains multitudes. Sitting 
in her basement studio in St. Paul, 
surrounded by 2Pac posters and 
surrealist prints, she answers questions 
with the same warm fragility she brings 
to her rap flow. Simultaneously emanating 
vulnerability and strength, the 17-year-old 
MC’s vocal quality matches her introspec¬ 
tive, soul-spilling l 5 rrics of love, hurt, pain, 
and self-affirmation. 

‘‘1 heard ‘Crooked Smile’ by [J. Cole], and 
that was the first song that ever did anything 
for me,” says Alijai, and her music follows 
much of Cole’s honest and conversational 
writing style. “It picked me up, and I never 
felt an artist do that for me. That’s why I 
started getting more personal in my music. 
It’s just cool to make people feel the same 


way that J. Cole made me feel.” 

Following in that style, Alijai honed her 
sound into a signature mix of raw, relat- 
able, heartfelt lyricism. She’s a talented 
technician well beyond her years, and her 
unique rap cadence rounds out the sound 
with a melodic tinge and an understated 
vehemence. It’s a combination that’s getting 
noticed in Minnesota press and beyond. 
To date, the teenage rapper has amassed 
more than 20,000 Instagram followers 
and nearly 13,000 fans on music-streaming 
website SoundCloud. She even scored a 
write-up last spring in Complex magazine. 

“Nobody ever used to care to listen to my 
music,” she says, noting a dramatic uptick 
in social media followers and outreach 
from fans. “I think it’s just the growth in 
everything. The delivery, my voice changed 
a lot, I’m talking about different stuff People 
just look out now. They actually care.” 


Alijai played First Avenue’s Best New 
Bands showcase earlier this month, and 
next Friday at Fine Line she’ll open for 
Atlantic Records-signed R&B sensation 
Kehlani, who helped Alij ai gain mainstream 
exposure thanks to a standout guest verse 
on single “Jealous.” 

“Somehow, through mutual friends, 
[Kehlani] heard my music, and we kind 
of just built a relationship over that sum¬ 
mer,” Alijai says. “She sent the record to 
me, and I just wrote it down while I was 
at school. I came [to the studio] the same 
day and recorded it. We sent it right back 
to her within the same day.” 

Friday’s Fine Line bill, which includes 
local artists Dizzy Fae and DJ Keezy, is 
all-female, save for Thestand4rd’s DJ 
Tiiiiiiiiiip. Alijai enjoys the “mental con¬ 
nection” between female performers, and 
says women tend to relate with her music’s

reflective takes on romantic relationships. 

“They get it. The guys, you can take what 
you want from it,” she says. “You can learn 
how to treat your girlfriend better, or learn 
what’s going on inside of a girl’s head. I’m 
so honest, you know what I mean, and I 
really put the guys on the spot. I just say 
stuff that every girl goes through, and they 
just can’t say it. I just wanna make the guys 
better, too.” 

Alijai’s most recent project, 20I5’s 
Joseph’s Coat, focuses on relationship 
struggles, ultimately concluding loving 
one’s self comes first. It fine-tunes some of 
the intensity and bravado that she brought 
to her previous projects, such as her 2014 
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debut jee/-/ess, and Same Struggle, Different 
Story, last year’s collaborative effort with 
rapper Shaun Sloan. 

On Joseph’s Coat, Alijai shifted from 
writing about her family struggles, which 
inspired profoundly heavy older songs like 
“Killer” and “No Cry,” the latter of which 
featured Twin Cities R&B singer/former 
The Voice contestant Ashley DuBose. The 
vibe remains striking and carries similar 
weight on the new tracks, but expresses 
her thoughts on romantic discontentment 
and self-actualization. 

“You got my mind, my body, and my 
spirit/Lotta feelings that I hide, you prob¬ 
ably never hear it/Only time you know the 
truth when you listening to my lyrics,” 
Alijai raps on recent single “By Your Side.” 

‘With Joseph’s Coat, I felt love for the 
first time,” she says. “[Onfeehless] I didn’t 
know what that was. I was young; I didn’t 
care about boys. So much has changed in 
a year. It just make you see stuff so dif¬ 
ferently.” 

The new album offers an in-depth 
glimpse into Alijai’s mind. She doesn’t 
flatten her material to appeal to a broader 
audience. Throughout the highly individ- 
ualized-yet-relatable Joseph’s Coat, there 
seems to be a drive to pay forward what 
personal, reflective art has given to Alijai. 

“I like Lexii’s ability to put into words 
the thoughts and feelings that so many 
can relate to, and to put them in such a 
clever and catchy way,” says DuBose, who 
appeared on feehless and featured Alijai 
on her most recent album. Be You. “I like 
that she’s has a very shy and mysterious 
persona. I thought she fit. She had a very 
real perspective to offer, and her flow is 
so smooth and delectable.” 

Alijai’s hybrid style blends melodic R&B 
with trap drums and flipped samples, and 
she grabs guest spots from both rappers and 
singers to reflect her own dual sensibilities. 
When tapping into her own sensitivities 
and emotional hardships, she Alters her 
feelings through a strident flow, turning 
pain into strength. Does the music serve a 
therapeutic purpose for her? When asked, 
she shrugs. 

“Sometimes I watch music documen¬ 
taries with artists talking about how [they 
write music] to get stuff off of their chest, 
you know,” she says. “But I don’t know if 
that’s how it is for me or if I just haven’t 
realized that that’s what I do. I just write.” 

Without revealing specifics, Alijai reports 
having discovered a new potential source 
of inspiration for her upcoming project, 
but you can be certain of her approach. For 
Alijai, the future is explodingwith potential, 
and she says her earnest, heart-on-sleeve 
music will always remain true to herself. 

“I don’t like forcing an 5 Thing, I just like 
to make it and see what happens.” 03

What to do with your pre-owned sex toys 


^ am no longer sexually active, but I 
I have a significant collection of sex toys 
I from earlier years. Fm thinking ofget- 
A ting rid ofmost of them, and it seems 
such a waste for them 
to end up in the landfill 
What’s an environmen¬ 
tally responsible way 
to dispose of dildos? I 
wish there was a place 
I could donate the dil¬ 
dos where they could 
be used again. Many 
of them are quality 
silicone types, they’ve 
never been used on a 
person without a con¬ 
dom, and they’ve been 
thoroughly cleaned. Fd 
be happy to donate 
them to impoverished 
dildo users in need, if only I knew where 
to send them. 

REDUCE, REUSE, RECYCLE 

Your question comes up frequently, 
RRR, and there really isn’t a satisfac¬ 
tory answer. 

In Seattle, where I live, a community 
tool bank recently opened in my neigh¬ 
borhood — but they don’t collect and 
lend the kind of tools you’re looking to 
donate. I’ve heard about dildo grave¬ 
yards in other cities (spots in parks where 
people bury their used sex toys), but 
burying sex toys isn’t environmentally 
responsible. And while high-quality dildos 
can be cleaned and safely reused, most 
people are pretty squeamish about the 
idea. Which is odd, considering that we 
routinely reuse actual cocks that have 
been enjoyed by others — so why not 
the fake ones? 

But even if I can’t tell you what to do 
with your dildos, RRR, I can tell you 
what not to do with them: Do not ship 
your used dildos to the anti-government 
militia currently occup 5 dng a federal wild¬ 
life refuge in rural Oregon. After militia 
members asked supporters to send them 
supplies — via the U.S. Postal Service — 
their spokesperson complained bitterly 
about all the dildos they were getting in 
the mail.

She specifically asked if there was 
an app that might help, and you told her 
there wasn’t an app for that. You were 
wrong, Dan! There are actually several 
apps. PCWorld published a roundup of 
a few of them a couple of years ago (“5 
Personal Safety Apps That Watch Your 
Back,” by Amber Bouman), and there’s 
an app called Kitestring (kitestringio) 
that has gotten some glowing reviews. 
The gist is that you use the app to set a 
timer, and when it goes off you have to 
alert the app that you are okay. Otherwise, 
the app automatically contacts emergency 
services or a predetermined contact and 
lets them know you are in trouble at your 
location. So technology does have a solu¬ 
tion for SDCS’s problem! 

TECHNOLOGICAL ENHANCEMENTS CAN HELP 

Man, I really blew that response — so 
thanks to TECH and everyone else who 
clued me in to Kitestring, StaySafe, Watch 
Over Me, bSafe, and all the other apps 
out there that are exactly what SDCS 
was looking for.
